BLOWN TO^ ATOMS. 


A Powder Mill Blown to Atoms and the 
President of the Company 
Killed, at El Paso. 


By a Terrible Explosion of Dynamite at 
Hancock, Mich. 


ISHPEMING, Mich., Nov. 17.—Yester- 
day morning a terrible explosion shook 
every building in Hancock at Houghton. 
People rushed from their houses in a 
fright; and were reassured only on learn- 
ing that the Hancock Chemical com- 
pany's powder works, manufacturers of 
nitro glycerine, dynamite and other high 
explosives, had been blown up. 
The 
packing house, in which 
there was 
thirty-tive cases of dynamite, of fifty 
pounds each, had exploded, and six 
workmen in the building were killed. 
The missing are Charles Earner, 
Wm. 
Tappe, jr., Thomas Thompson, 
Wm. 
King, Wm. Renard and Wm. Crowley. 


Search for the bodies proved unavail- 
ing, not a particle of human flesh even 
being discovered. 
The mixing house, 
labratory and glycerine storehouse are 
nearly a total wreck. 
Joseph Tabelle, 
foreman of the works, had a narrow es- 
cape from death, but was blown flat on 
the ground and miraculously escaped in- 
jury. 
He was 200 feet from the baild- 
ing. The force of the explosion was 
terrific. 
Great damage was done to 
property in the city. 
The force was felt 
thirty miles from the scene. 


Tappe and Renard leave families, the 
other were unmarried. 
The damage to 
the works is $6,000 and will delay busi- 
ness three mouths. 
The buildings will 
be rebuilt. 
Up to 10 o'clock last night 
not a shred of human flesh has been 
found, and the probability is there never 
will be any found. The instantaneous 
extinction of six human lives and the 
annihilation of the bodies was complete. 


Several large iron acid tanks standing 
several rods from the packing house 
were blown six hundred feet into the 
forest, where they were found twisted 
out of all ehape. 
The main buildings 
luckily escaped serious damage.

Mr. Bass was out of the 
city and Mr. Fleming was found at the 
First National bank. 


THE SENTINBII would like to give to 
the public your views and the views of 
Mr. Bass on the water supply question," 
ventured the newspaper man. 


' 'Mr. Bass has not been home for some 
days, but is expected during the week. 
When he returns he may notice the let- 
ter of the board of water works trustees 
to Mayor Muhler," slowly replied the 
vice president of the bank. 


On being urged further Mr. Fleming 
said: 
"When the mayor and Messrs. 
Michael and Read called on Mr. Bass 
last summer to ask him to close the 
gates at the Budisiil mill, he did so at 
once and although it was inconvenient 
and made the mill owners some expense 
to shut them then, he did it without 
complaint. 
He was surprised to find 
the water works trustees boasting that 
by shutting down the gates he had saved 
them the trouble of doing it for him. 
In other words they would have made 
him do so. 


"At the interview with Messrs. Muh- 
ler, 
Read 
and 
Micheal 
Mr. Bass 
said 
that 
the dam 
required 
some 
repairs, 
but 
he 
would 
postpone 
that to accommodate the city. 
In the 
meantime the application for a tempor- 
ary restraining order was heard, and 
the 
trustees 
all 
swore 
that 
the 
city had 
an 
abundant 
supply, 
so 
he 
raised 
his gate, 
repaired 
his 
dam, and placed in it what should have 
been there long ago—a flume and gate 
to draw the water off his wheel without 
being at an expense of $50 every time 
it became necessary to do so. 
He knew 
that in drawing down the pool he would 
lessen the water supply at the wells, but 
he had the sworn statement of Hettler, 
Williams. Kunkle, Meyers and Hedekin 
that they had then and for all time an 
abundant supply for all purposes. 
The 
owners of the Rudisill mill do not be- 
lieve, and in this they are sustained by 
their 
attorneys, 
that the 
city 
has 
any right to take water from the Budi- 
siil pool at all. 
They have secured 
authority to dig a well on the bank of 
the river, three feet from the water, and 
lay a pipe from that to the pumping sta- 
tion, and if any water gathers in the well 
by percolation, 
and will flow to the 
pumping station, all right. But that they 
are required to keep water above their 
dam so that 
it 
may 
percolate into 
this pipe, 
they deny. 
If they are 
right, 
how can the 
city, 
as 
pro- 
posed by Mr. Hedekin in this morning's 
Gazette, 
without their consent, pump 
water from the pool into the supply pipe 
of the city? If the trustees do this now, 
they can do it at any time. . If the city 
may condemn the water in the Rudisill 
pool, which the owners deny, no pro- 
ceedings as yet have been commenced to 
do so, and until the supreme court says 
this may be done, the water works trus- 
tees netd not expeot to draw water from 
the Rudisill pool without the consent of 
Messrs. Simons and Bass, except by per-4 
eolation, and I think they will see that 
until the trustees treat them as law 
abiding citizens should be treated by 
officers, that the water must get there, 
if at all, by percolation." 


The canal owners have done and will 
do all that ought to be required of them 
to furnish the city with pure water and 
plenty of it, both for supply and power, 
and every intelligent citizen who will 
take the trouble to investigate the ques- 
tion fully will conclude, as a majority of 
the council have done, that our offer to 
sell the canal, including the control of 
the wator of the St. Joe river above the 
Rudisill pool, to the city for $50,000, 
ought to be accepted.

SIX MORMON ELDERS 


Tarred and Feathered and Driven From 
Georgia for Attempting to Make 
Converts to Their Faith. 


He Reviews the Land Problem Before 
the National Baptist Con- 
vention. 


CALBBA, Ga., Nov. 17.—Six Mormon 
elders, who have been making converts 
in Georgia, were tarred and feathered, 
and driven into Alabama. 
There they 
resumed their efforts, but were dragged 
from the meeting by a band of armed 
men and compelled to leave the state 
under penalty of death. 


JUDGE ALLEN ZOLLARS. 


The national Baptist convention at In- 
dianapolis is one of great strength. 
Among the gentlemen who addressed it 
was Hon. Allen Zollars, of Fort Wayne. 


The Indianapolis Journal says of his 
address: 


Judge Allen Zollars, trim and rather 
Presbyterianish 
in countenance, was 
next seen on the stage. 
He wears nose 
glasses when reading and speaks clearly 
and distinctly. 
He began by reviewing 
briefly the propositions of Henry George 
and his followers for the reformation of 
the land system, and then passed to the 
theory of land holding. 
He said that 
ownership of land originaced in occu- 
pancy, and as the occupant held land 
year after year, and placed improve- 
ments upon it, his right to the use of the 
land became changed to a right to the 
land itself. The Germanic tribes recog- 
nized no individual titles to land. Own- 
ership with them was national or tribal. 
From this grew the feudal system with 
its various modifications. 
The results 
have been that the land has accumulated 
in the hands of the few. In England, 
with three millions of people, the land 
is owned by thirty thousand people. 
The strength of a country is in the num- 
ber of its land holders. 
To these we 
must look for the safety of this country 
from anarchism and socialism. 
The 
largest landed 
estates in 
the world 
are 
in 
America, 
and 
some 
of 
them are held by aliens. This c innot be 
taken from them, but we can say that 
after a certain time in the future no 
alien shall hold lands. 
In the proposi- 
tions of Henry George to put title to all 
land in the government, and to rent it 
in parcels to owners, there is no practi- 
cal benefit to accure to any one, and the 
diflSculties in the way of puttiner any 
such project in effect are impossible to 
be overcome. 
The proposition to put 
all taxes on lands is equally chemeiical. 
With the growth of Christianity better 
relations between the rich and the poor 
will exist, and the inequalities between 
them will be lessened. 


The Sentinel has this very different 
outline of his words: 


Judge Allen Zollars, of the supreme 
court, was the next speaker on the same 
subject. 
He said that the great mass of 
humanity had waged an unequal strug- 
gle for the necessities of life for many 
years. 
From the time of Plato until the 
present day there had been people who 
decried the private ownership in lands. 
At the present time Henry George and 
his followers maintained that this was 
the cause of the labor troubles. 
They 
propose that ail the land now belonging 
to 
private 
individuals 
should 
be taken from them and divided among 
the people, who would pay rent to the 
government therefor, but no tax should 
be imposed. 
It was a mistake, he said, 
to say there should be no private owner- 
ship in land. 
Such rights were recog- 
nized in Italy and Spain long before the 
overthrow of the Boman empire. 
The 
result of the feudal system in England 
has been that the land remained in the 
hands of the few. At present 1,9i2 peo- 
ple own all the land in Ireland. 
It was 
not the private ownership of land that 
was causing distress, but the ownership 
bv too few. The United States govern- 
ment had wasted and given away enough 
land to make nine states the size of In- 
diana, and the worst of it all was that 
the greater portion of it was in the 
hands of aliens. 
This matter must be 
looked into at once. 
The speaker reit- 
erated that he saw nothing in George's 
theories that would be of benefit to the 
poor. The government could not con- 
fiscate land that was in the hands of pri- 
vate individuals at this time. 
The 
bribery and corruption attending its ap- 
praisement would be stupendous. 
He 
thought that when Christianity had gain- 
ed a stronger hold in the civilized world 
there would be less misery and suffer- 
ing.

Four temperance girls deter- 
mined to capture him, and they did it. 
One of them asked hiui to stej) behind 
the Court House, that she might tell 
him a secret, and the others followed 
with four chairs. 
In these the con- 
spirators seated themselves so closely 
ai'ound the young man that he could 
not get out without using force, and, 
being too gallant to do this, he was 
kept a prisoner until the polls closed, 
and the temperance people won the 
dav. 


It has been discovered by a French 
chemibt that it is the foreign-manufact- 
ured bottles and not the wine mer- 
chants that are dishonest. 
When soda 
and potash formed the basis of bottle 
glass wines improved by keeping, but 
now the glass is adulterated, and the 
best of wines are liable to be spoiled. 
He advises lovers of good wine who do 
their own bottling to pay high prices 
for their bottles, as materials that are 
largely ferruginous are constantly em- 
ployed in the manufac ture of glass for 
bottles, and upon these constituents 
the acids in wine act powerfully, and 
the liquid becomes impregnated with 
magnesia and what not. 
Most French 
bottles, he says, are well worth good 
wines. 


A Tienxa paper relates that when 
Prince Ferdinand first cros.sed 
the 
frontier of his new country a Bulgarian 
writer by the name of Nicoloif greeted 
him with a poem in honor of the event, 
which so plea.sed the Prince that he 
told his Adjutant that he intended to 
confer a high Bulgarian order on the 
loyal ])oet. 
On the following morning, 
however, the Adjutant told Prince Fer- 
dinard that Jsicolofi' was already the 
possessiir cf that decoration, whei-e- 
upon the Prince asked to be informed 
on what occa.sion Nicoloff had received 
the order. 
Investigation brought to 
light the fact that Nicoloff had been 
decorated by Prince Alexander, of Bat- 
tenberg, for celebrating his entry into 
Bulgara liy the identical hymn which 
g r e e t e d 
tlio arrival 
of P r i n c e 
F e r d i - 
nand. 


An extraordinaj appeal case has 
lately been heard in Madras which 
puts in evidence the active character of 
existing superstitions. 
It eeems that 
one of the accused in the original case 
gave birth in December last to a male 
child ha\ing four eyes, the face of a 
raonkey, and crooked arms and legs, 
while it grunted like a pig immediately 
on its birth. 
The midwife placed the 
child under a trough and sat upon it, 
both she and the mother raising cries 
of alarm. 
The male prisoners then 
came and took the child into a field 
and killed it by striking it on the head 
with a club. 
Their explanation waa 
that the child was an evil spirit, whicL 
they were justified by the custom ol 
the country in killing in order to pre- 
vent it from doing evil. The Judge ac- 
quitted them on the ground of a mis- 
take of fact. 
This decision was neces- 
sarily upset on appeal. 
The accused 
believed that unless the child had Reen 
killed it would have grown to an im- 
mense size and devastated the country, 
and that they were therefore commit- 
ting a meritorious action in obviating 
grave a public calamity.

T h e S t r s n s e Adventnre of a f o u n g Man ttl 
Texas W h o Nearly liost His L.ife. 


"Talking about badgers and their 
biting powers," said a Oidifornia sports- 
man, "I knew of a case where one 
nearly killed a man, and in a mighty 
onrions way. 
It was down in Texas. 
A yotmg fellow was visiting a ranch 
there, and was in the habit of going 
oflf hunting for several days at a time, 
sometimes running down to a town near 
by.

he didn't show up for three days. 
Finally a telegram was brought 
lor 
him concerning some imijortant busi 
»ess, and the ranchmen began to bunt 
him up. 
To their surprise they found 
that he had not been at the to\vn or 
even been heard of there. 
Parties 
were now organized and sent off in 
various directions where it was thought 
likely he would go. 
On the second 
day the party went into a little gulch, 
and one of the men raised a cry and 
pointed ahead. 
There was the missing 
man lying flat on the ground, face 
down. 


"They rushed up to him, but ha 
couldn't speak, and when they tried to 
lift him they found liis arm Mas fast in 
a burrow. 
Something had him, and 
they were not long in finding out what 
They went to work and dug down for 
about two feet and came upon a big 
badger lying, bracing back, Avith its 
teeth fastened right through the boy's 
hand.

In the Mosqiie of Omar. 


The Mosque of Omar is beautiful; 
its walls are adorned with marbles ol 
delicate colors, and the dome is roofed 
with tiles of a brilliant blue, and some 
green and yellow. 
The effect from the 
Slovmt of Olives is of a turquoise dome 
roofing walls of pearl, says a writer in 
the 
Quiver. 
It stands high; white 
pavements and tall cypresses around; 
steps lead down to otlier courts, once 
the Court of the Gentiles, the Cou.-t 
of the Great Brazen Laver, etc., and 
olives, and grass of emerald 
green, 
and abundant wild flowers cover the 
nakedness where Solomon's offeriDgs 
had enriched the entrance ground be- 
tAveen the golden gate and the eastern 
walls of the temple itself. 


Inside the mosque is exquisite. 
A 
circle of marble pillars inclose the ver- 
itable rough rock top of Mount Moriah 
and suj^port the inner part of the dome, 
which is rich in mosaic worthy to be 
compared 
Avith that in Santa Maria 
Maggiore, in Kome. 
Portals and par- 
titioiis, inlaid with 
tortoise 
shell, 
mother-of-pearl, and ivory, divided the 
little side chapels from the central pas- 
sageway betwetm them and the sacred 
rook, the scene of, Abraham's aAvful 
obedience and of the sacrifice of the 
Son of God. 
We saw the oj^ening cut 
in the rock for the esca])e of the sacri- 
ficed blood, and, descending into the 
excavation below, Ave found a similar 
opening communicating 
Avith 
a duct 
A\Miirb discharged into a cesspool be 
the brook Kedron. 
We crossed the 
outer southern court, and, passing the 
f o u n t a i n sup])lied b y 
t h e Avator as 
its 
grander predecessor on the backs ol 
brazen oxen, we decended beneath the 
prejent mosque. 
El Aksar, close to 
the Mosque of Omar, 
into the very 
same gallery Avhich led to the old tem- 
ple from tlie south and up Avhich our 
Lord Avalked again and again when He 
was here. 
It is now half 
filled 
Avith 
rubbish and earth, 
but the ceiling is 
still so high above that we needed to 
be reminded that the ground level is 
far down under the rubble. 
The pil- 
lars in single, solid blocks, the round 
keystone in the roof and the lintels ol 
long ¡single stones, are witnesses of the 
glory 
which has departed. 
Leaving 
tliis gallery Ave climbed the city Avails 
by the golden gate, and walking 
soiith 
at the angle of the Avails, Ave descended 
anderground into the stables of Solo- 
mon. 
That tliey may have been util- 
ized by him, and certainly were by the 
crusaders, 
the halter rings 
declare; 
but it seems that the original intention 
was to raise the level of the valley, and 
the thick forest of pillars are chiefly 
for suDwort.

Bears In the Bookies. 


There is among western men sincb 
controversy as to the various kinds ol 
bear inhabiting our western Alps, but 
the number of those who, from per- 
sonal observation, are capable of form- 
ing an opinion is very small. 
In 
the 
first place, for all the sanguinary talk 
around the stove, there are not a great 
many men Avho have made a practice of 
hunting bear at all. 
One such incident 
as that which occurred two- years age 
in the Big Horn scares a good 
many. 
A poor fellow there came on a boar, a 
small cinnamon, feeding on an elk he 
had killed- 
He fired and wounded it; 
the bear retreated and he followed. 
Coming up with it, again he fired, when 
the bear charged 
him. 
Trying to re- 
load (he used, I heard, a singl6-shot 
Sharp rifle 1, the extractor came ofl' the 
empty shell, and, 01 course, he was de- 
fenceless. 
He evidently drew his knife 
and used it desperately; for when they 
found him the bear lay near him, dead, 
with many knife wounds in it, but it 
had killed him first. In short, both ft7 
account of the d inger and by rewwm of 
the great difiiculty in seeing them, it 
scarcely pays to hunt bears alone. 


There are comparatively few men, 1 
say, whose opinion is worth much, and 
some of these seem to have an idea 
that, for the credit of the mountain- 
land they love, they are bound to peo- 
ple it with as many different species of 
bear as they can. 
NOAV, as a matter oi 
fact, I believe that almost all the bears 
ranging in the Rocky Mountains occa- 
sionally breed together ;certainly, brown 
and black sometimes do. 
Our 
party 
once shot a black bear with a large 
brown cross, extending from the 
tail 
to back of head aud down each shoulder. 
Just as certainly the brown and grizzly 
on occasions intermarry. 
My hunter 
assures me he has shot gray cubs with 
a broAvn SOAV. 
I may be wrong, but I 
cannot myself see any difference suf- 
ficiently marked to Avarrant the 
idea 
that the cinnamon bear of the Eockies 
is not the coarser, larger brown bear, 
the result of some crossing betAveen the 
grizzly and the brown. 


Then, some men insist that 
among 
the gray bear there are no less 
than 
three distinct varieties—silvertip, roach- 
back, and grizzly. 
As I have said be- 
fore, I canntjt Bay anything about the 
California grizzly, though I do not 
think, from skins I haAe examined, he 
differs materially from his neighbor of 
the mountain; but as to these differences 
of color indicating a distinct variety, 
I 
•annct belicA^e it.—ScriJmei''s

Thi«cinnotbe 
taken from them, but we can ssy that 
after a certain time in the future no 
alien shall hold landa. 
In the proposi- 


tions of Henry George to put title to all 
land in the government, and to rent it 
in parcels to owner*, there is no practi- 
cal Iwneflt to aecnre to any one. and the 
difficulties in the way of putting any 
such project in effect are impossible to 
be overcome. 
The proposition to pat 


all taies on landa is equally ohemeiical. 
With the growth of Christianity better 
relations between the rich and the poor 
will eiist, and the inequalities between 
them will be lessened.
